WASHINGTON, October 30.—At 7.26 to- 


night, by a vote of 43 to 32, the senate, 
after one of the most remarkable par- 
liamentary battles of the generation, 
passed the bill unconditionally repealing 
the purchase clause of the Sherman 
silver law. The end was reached at the 
conclusion of a continuous session of 
fourteen days, after sixty-one days of 
of debate, during which five volumes of 
the Congressional Record had been 
filled with speeches, amounting in the 
iiggregatc to about 20,000,000 words.

employes of the company, we do not 
hold them responsible for this false- 
hood, but GrifflnA Slr.elly. Mr. Grif- 
fin reports what he knows is false when 
ho reports that our Mr. Cliaddock ad- 
mitted that we brand a 2-Cro\vn raisin 
as a 3-Crown, and "the responsible 
linn" from which your correspond- 
ents quote is doubtless one of Gritl'm & 
Skolly'B brokers, who wants some un- 
fair advantage in tho^trade. Possibly it 
may be the broker of some other lirm 
that would like an excuse to break 
prices. 


We wore offered 3}^ cents for 3-Crown 


and 3 cents for 2-Crown to furnish those 
cars which your correspondent says the 
Producers' Ilaisin Packing Company 
sold at 3M cents and 2% cents, but we 
declined tlio offer. Yet in tho light of 
the slaughter of prices made by Griffin 
& Skelloy in almost every market of tho 
country, wo cannot say wo greatly 
blame thorn for accepting and making HO 
largo a sale. The shrewd device of 
Griilin & Skelly to evade responsibility 
seems to have been to put no crowns on 
boxes and call them a 2-Crown or a 
3-Crown or a 4-Crown, as convenience 
might serve. The Peacock brand has 
gone into the trade at the prices of our 
Grown of Fresno, and is their second 
grade, as our Crown of Fresno is our 
second grade, But tho Peacock brand 
is marked with no crown.

An A(i«U)»i>hcro In Outer Space. 


That extreme cold paralyzes every 


vital function is of course a, piece of 
everyday knowledge. But it has been 
left to Professor Pictot, who hus been 
conducting- somo experiments on tills 
subject, to discover that at a tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees below the centigrade 
zero there is no chemical action between 
nitrio or sulphuric acid and potash, be- 
tween oxygen and potassium, though 
under ordinary circumstances the affinity 
of the latter metal for oxygen is BO great 
that it will burn if thrown into water, 
owing to its combination with the oxygon 
in that fluid. But if the electric spark 
is played on bodies which have thus lost 
the power of chemical affinity some 
new and curious combinations result. 
The latest investigations, tho conclusions 
of which, however, have been theoretic- 
ally presaged for some years past, may 
rennire us to reconsider tho question of 
tho temperature of outer Gpace and the 
possibility of an atmosphere composed of 
gases in combination existing there.— 
London Chronicle.
